AN ORDINANCE OF THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA REGULATING 
THE BUYING AND SELLING OF ITEMS 
CONTAINING VALUABLE METALS AND PRECIOUS 
METALS OR STONES BY ADDING TWO NEW 
ARTICLES TO CHAPTER SEVEN OF THE 
MUNICIPAL CODE. 


WHEREAS, there has been an increasing problem in the 
City of Fort Wayne where houses are being stripped of 
aluminum siding, storm doors and windows, and copper plumbing 
and wiring for their resale value; and 


WHEREAS, there is currently no efficient system for the 
Fort Wayne Police Department to recover stolen items 
containing precious metals and stones. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT: 


SECTION X, The following two Articles are added to 
Chapter Seven of the Municipal Code of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana entitled "Business Regulations Generally": 


ARTICLE II. VALUABLE METALS 
Division 1. In General 
Sec. 7-20. Definitions. 


"Person" means any individual, firm, corporation or 
partnership. 


"Valuable metal" means any copper, lead, titanium, stainless 
steel, copper alloy or brass, formed as bar, cable, rod, 
tubing, wire, wire scrap, clamp, connector, bushing or 
bearing or other appurtenances utilized or that can be 
utilized by persons, firms, corporations or municipal 
corporations engaged in either the generation, transmission 
or distribution of electric energy, in telephone, telegraph 
or other communications, or by railroads; or any copper, 
copper alloy or brass, or aluminum materials utilized for the 
purpose of plumbing, storm doors and windows, siding, or 
gutters of building structures. 


"Valuable metal dealer" means any person engaged in the 
business of purchasing and reselling valuable metal either at 
a permanently established place of business or in connection 
with a business of an itinerant nature, including junk shops, 
junk yards, junk stores, auto wreckers, scrap metal dealers 
or processors, salvage yards, collectors of or dealers in 
junk and junk cars or trucks,or the seller of any valuable 
metals originating from a building structure. 
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Sec.'7-21. Records of purchases. 


Except as provided in section 7-30 of this chapter, every 
person licensed as a valuable metal dealer shall keep and 
preserve 3" X 5" cards or other forms, which may be furnished 
by the Fort Wayne Police Department, for each purchase of 
valuable metal the following information: 


a). The date and time of each purchase; 

b). An accurate account and description of the valuable 
metal purchased, including the weight and whether 
it consists of bar, cable, rod, tubing, wire, wire 
scrap, clamp, connector or other appurtenances or 
some combination thereof; or the type of building 
materials purchased; 

c). The price paid for the valuable metal; 

d). The name, address, age, sex, race, date of birth, 
driver's license number or social security number 
of the person or persons from whom the valuable 
metal was purchased. 


The dealer shall further require that the seller be properly 
identified with two verifiable pieces of identification, one 
of which shall be a pictured identification card. 


The 3" X 5" cards or other forms provided for in this section 
Shall be consecutively numbered and dated, and at all times 
during business hours shall be open to the inspection of the 
Chief of Police of the City or any members of the police 
force authorized by the Chief of Police to examine such 
records. Said cards or forms shall be retained at the 
business premises of a valuable metal dealer for a period of 
one (1) year from date of purchase. 


Sec. 7-22. Chief of police required to fax "hot sheet". 


The Chief of Police or his/her agent shall, at their 
discretion, provide a "hot sheet", listing stolen goods 
containing valuable metals, to all valuable metal dealers by 
the utilization of a FAX machine or making it available for 
retrieval at the office of the Chief of Police. 


Sec. 7-23. Buying valuable metals from minors. 


It shall be unlawful for any valuable metal dealer to take, 
purchase or receive any goods or articles containing any 
valuable metals, from any person who is under the age of 
eighteen years, unless the parent, guardian or other person 
having custody of the minor, shall be present and authorize 
the minor to sell and deliver such goods or articles to such 
valuable metal dealer and provide the information required in 
Section 7-21 of this article. 


Sec. 7-24. Retention before sale or disposition. 


All goods or articles containing valuable metals purchased or 
received by any proprietor, manager or employee of any 
licensed valuable metal dealer, shall be retained at the 
place of business of the licensed dealer, by the proprietor, 
manager, or employee for a period of not less than thirty-six 
(36) hours after its receipt before any such goods or 
articles may be disposed of or sold. 
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Division 2. Licenses. 
Sec. 7-25. Required. 


No person shall engage in the business of a valuable metal 
dealer in the City of Fort Wayne without complying with this 
Ordinance and obtaining a license therefor. 


Sec. 7-26. Application. 


Application for such license shall be filed with the 
Controller of the City of Fort Wayne. The Controller shall 
furnish a copy of the application to the Chief of Police. 
The application shall be on forms furnished by the Controller 
and shall contain the following information: 


a). Name and address of the applicant; 

b). The street address of the building in which that 
person intends to carry out the business of a 
valuable metal dealer; 

с). The business telephone number. 


Sec. 7-27. Fee; issuance. 


Every applicant for a valuable metal dealer's license shall 
pay a non-refundable annual license fee in the sum of Ten 
dollars ($10.00). The license shall expire on December 31 of 
the year in which the license shall be issued. No reduction 
shall be made for any part of the year elapsed at the time of 
making such application for such license. 


Sec. 7-28. Separate license for each establishment; change 
of location. 


A separate license shall be obtained for each location at 
which a person conducts the business of a valuable metal 
dealer. If the holder of a license of a valuable metal 
dealership wishes to change the location of the operation of 
that person's business, that person shall make written 
notification for a transfer of location to the Controller of 
the City of Fort Wayne, which notification shall contain the 
new business address and business telephone number of the 
person. 


Sec. 7-29. Violations; penalty. 


a). Any license issued under this article may be revoked or 
suspended by the City Controller by reason of a 
violation of any of the provisions of this Ordinance. 


b). When a hearing is set by the City Controller ina 
revocation or suspension procedure, the licensee shall 
receive not less than twenty (20) days written notice, 
which notice shall contain charges made, as well as the 
time and place when the hearing will be held. 


c). At a hearing conducted pursuant to this Article, the 
licensee shall have the right to be represented by 
counsel, to present witnesses, to testify and cross- 
examine any other witnesses and to subpoena witnesses. 
Proceedings shall be conducted under oath. 
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d). The City Controller shall preside at the hearing and 
shall make the final determination. 


e). If any decision adverse to the licensee is made by the 
City Controller after a hearing as provided above, the 
City Controller shall provide the licensee with a 
written reason for such decision, as well as a notice of 
the licensee's right to appeal to the Courts of the 
State of Indiana. 


f). Any person who violates or fails to comply with any 
provision of this article shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be fined in the sum of five hundred dollars 


($500.00). Each day such violation is committed or 
permitted to continue shall constitute а separate 
offense. 


7-30. Exclusions. 


This Ordinance shall not effect persons that sell items 
covered by this Ordinance to the public, but purchase the 
same from dealers, manufacturers, or wholesalers, and do not 
purchase such items from the public. 


ARTICLE III. PRECIOUS METALS AND STONES 
Division 1. In General 
Sec. 7-31. Definitions. 


"Person" means any individual, firm, corporation or 
partnership. 


"Precious metal or stones" means any items containing 
precious metals, including but not limited to silver, gold 
and platinum; or containing gems including but not limited to 
diamonds, rubies or emeralds. 


"Precious stones or metals dealer" means any person engaged 
in the business of purchasing and reselling valuable items 
containing precious metals or stones, either at a permanently 
established place of business or in connection with a 
business of an itinerant nature, including junk shops, junk 
stores, antique dealers, secondhand stores, or flea markets. 


Sec. 7-32. Records of purchases. 


Except as provided in section 7-40 of this chapter, every 
person licensed as a precious metals or stones dealer shall 
keep and preserve 3" X 5" cards or other forms, which may be 
furnished by the Fort Wayne Police Department, for each 
purchase of precious metals or stones the following 
information: 
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a). The date and time of each purchase; 

b). An accurate account and description of the precious 
metals or stones purchased, including the weight, 
and type of item purchased; 

C). The price paid for the item containing precious 
metals or stones; 

d). The name, address, age, sex, race, date of birth, 
driver's license number or social security number 
of the person or persons from whom the precious 
metals or stones was purchased. 


The dealer shall further require that the seller be properly 
identified with two verifiable pieces of identification, one 
of which shall be a pictured identification card. 


The 3" X 5" cards or other forms provided for in this section 
shall be consecutively numbered and dated, at all times 
during business hours, shall be open to the inspection of the 
Chief of Police of the City or any members of the police 
force authorized by the Chief of Police to examine such 
records. Said cards or forms shall be retained at the 
business premises of a precious metals or stones dealer for a 
period of one (1) year from date of purchase. 


Sec. 7-33. Chief of police required to fax "hot sheet". 


The Chief of Police or his/her agent shall, at their 
discretion, provide a "hot sheet", listing stolen goods 
containing precious metals or stones, to all precious metal 
and stone dealers by the utilization of a FAX machine or by 
making them available for retrieval at the office of the 
Chief of Police. 


Sec. 7-34. Buying precious metals or stones from minors. 


It shall be unlawful for any precious metals or stones dealer 
to take, purchase or receive any goods or articles containing 
any precious metals or stones, from any person who is under 
the age of eighteen years, unless the parent, guardian or 
other person having custody of the minor, shall be present 
and authorize the minor to sell and deliver such goods or 
articles to such precious metals or stones dealer and provide 
the information required in Section 7-32 of this article. 


Sec. 7-35. Retention before sale or disposition. 


All goods or articles containing precious metals or stones 
purchased or received by any proprietor, manager or employee 
of any licensed precious metals or stones dealer, shall be 
retained at the place of business of the licensed dealer, by 
the proprietor, manager, or employee for a period of not less 
than thirty-six (36) hours after its receipt before any such 
goods or articles may be disposed of or sold. 


Division 2. Licenses. 
Sec. 7-36. Required. 
No person shall engage in the business of a precious metals 


or stones dealer in the City of Fort Wayne without complying 
with this Ordinance and obtaining a license therefor. 
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In the event several precious stones or metal dealers are 
located at a coin or antique show which is ten (10) days or 
less of duration, only the organizer/manager of said coin or 
antique show shall be required to purchase a license. 
However, if said antique show or coin show has a duration in 
excess of ten (10 days), each precious stones or metals 
m at said show shall be required to purchase a separate 
icense. 


Sec. 7-37. Application. 


Application for such license shall be filed with the 
Controller of the City of Fort Wayne. The Controller shall 
furnish a copy of the application to the Chief of Police. 
The application shall be on forms furnished by the Controller 
and shall contain the following information: 


a). Name and address of the applicant; 

b). The street address of the building in which that 
person intends to carry out the business of a 
precious metals or stones dealer; 

с). The business telephone number. 


Sec. 7-38. Fee; issuance. 


Every applicant for a precious metals or stones dealer's 
license shall pay a non-refundable annual license fee in the 
sum of Ten dollars ($10.00). The license shall expire on 
December 31 of the year in which the license shall be issued. 
No reduction shall be made for any part of the year elapsed 
at the time of making such application for such license. 


Sec. 7-39. Separate license for each establishment; change 
of location. 


A separate license shall be obtained for each location at 
which a person conducts the business of a precious metals or 
stones dealer. In the case of a flea market only one (1) 
license need be obtained for the whole flea market, and not 
for each participant at such flea market. If the holder of a 
license of a precious metals or stones dealership wishes to 
change the location of the operation of that person's 
business, that person shall make written notification for a 
transfer of location to the Controller of the City of Fort 
Wayne, which notification shall contain the new business 
address and business telephone number of the person. 


Sec. 7-40. Violations; penalty. 


a). Any license issued under this article may be revoked or 
suspended by the City Controller by reason of a 
violation of any of the provisions of this Ordinance. 


b). When a hearing is set by the City Controller in a 
revocation or suspension procedure, the licensee shall 
receive not less than twenty (20) days written notice, 
which notice shall contain charges made, as well as the 
time and place when the hearing will be held. 


c). At a hearing conducted pursuant to this Article, the 
licensee shall have the right to be represented by 
counsel, to present witnesses, to testify and cross- 
examine any other witnesses and to subpoena witnesses.
